Camp Near Mt. I>u-

GEORGE L DAVIS IS HIS NAME 


The Shooting Occurred Shortly After 


Midnight This Morning—Davis 


Came From Cham- 


paign. 


Mt. Puiaski, .Inly 6 —George L. Davis 


of Champaign is dying in an undertaking 
establishment in this city. Shortly after 
mldnleht this morning, be was shot in 
the head at a camp on Bear oreek at tbe 
iron briJge three miles south of Mt. Pn- 
laskl. Three of tbe members of tbe party 
are arrested, but it Is claimed by them 
that tbo one who did the shooting made 
bis escape. Young Davis is unable to 
speak and tbe other members of tbe party 
are very reticent about all tbe circum- 
stances In connection with the affair. 
They evon claim that tbe man who fired 
the fatal shot is unknown to them. 


For the past three days, tbe party has 


been camped in the bottoms of Bear oreek 
near tbe bridge. But little attention 
was paid to them, aa such events are of 
not infrequent occurrence here. 
There 


were three men and two woraea In the 
crowd, and it is believed to be on account 
of tbe presence of tbe latter two that tbe 
others are so anxious to have all knowl- 
edge ol the tragic affair kept^seoret. 


The three who have been arrested do- 


cllne to make any statement of tbe affair 
this morning. The cause of tbe trouble 
cannot be learned. 
Davis was shot above 


tba ear. As soon as assistance could be 
secured, he was brought to this city and 
taken to an undertaking establishment. 
He is now in the throes of death and can- 
not live longer than » few minutes. 
He

Davis is Dead.

Tbe 
man, after the shooting, got on a horse 
ami rode away at breakneck speed.

particulars. There is nothing new. All 
of the parties will be held to answer, asd

jail. They are traders and have been in 
the habit of camping oat every summer.

Washington, July 5.—(From Our Keg

Correspondent )—Senator Allison 


and his associates worked hard to get tb* 
tariff bill through tba senate last week, 
but fate, in tbe shape of several undis- 
posed of amendments, could not be over- 
come and tbe bill ia still before the sen 
ate, and tbe senators are working when 
most other people are celebrating Inde 
pendeuco Day in some more pleasant 
manner. But they have the consolation 
of knowing that they will certainly pass 
tbe bill this week. 


Probably no amendment added to tbe 


tariff bill by the senate will give more 
general satisfaction than that wblob Im- 
poses a tax on every certificate of stock 
nnd bond other than those issued by the 
government, national, stats or munici- 
pal. In addition to raising revenue to a 
arge amount from a class who will find 
t a burden, this amendment, if it re- 
mains in tbe bill until it becomes a law, 
as It probably will, will drive tbe places 
:nowu as "bucketshops" out of business, 
teoause to fall to pay the tax on each 
ranaaotlon will be to acknowledge tbat 
bey do not actually sell tbe stock, but 
merely accept bets on whether tbe price 
will go tip or down, and to make their 
iroprletors amenable to the Jaws against 
gambling; to pay the tax will bankrupt 
hem. 
It will probably also lespen the 


lustness done in tbe legitimate stock ex- 
hanges, because tbe tax will add to the 
xpense of ouylng and selling stock for 
peculation, but there are thousands who 
will regard It a great blessing to tbecoun 
ry if stock speculation as a business was 
ntlrely broken up. It Is a business tbat 
produces nothing useful and adils nothing 
0 the real wealth of tbe country, while it 
innually demoralizes aud drives to tbe 
logs thousands of business mnn who 
might continue to be useful citizens If it 
were not for stock speculating.

Abram Hewitt Tells How a Rich 


Man Might Do Great Good- 


Peter Cooper'B Fiona Modified—Brlt- 
" lib mid American Types of Work-

\Vhat is the ideal People's palace? 
Depend upon it, a good many rich 


men are thinking about the answer to 
this problem. 


There it. something: more than a coin- 


cidence in the recent building of such 
great establishments as the Auchmuty 
schools in JS'ew York, the Pratt insti- 
tute in Brooklyn and the Armour insti- 
tute in Chicago. Jlen of wealth who 
realize their responsibilities are provid- 
ing many American cities, and eveA 
towns of moderate size, with splendid 
institutions, wherein instruction and 
amusement are prov ided in varying pro- 
portions for all who wish. And there 
are others ready to follow the example. 


There is no one better qualified to an- 


swer the query than ex-Mayor and ex- 
Congressman Abrain S. Hewitt, of New 
"York, who, as the son-in-law of Peter 
Cooper, has for many years been prpm- 
inent in the management of Cooper 
union. Edward Cooper and Mr. Hewitt 
have ir. the aggregate put into the 
union millions of dollars. They plunged 
their bauds deep into their own pockets 
a tew je^rs ago to repair and enlarge 
the building—a purpose for which no 
funds were left by Peter Cooper's will. 
And Mr. Hewitt has recently given an- 
other illustration of family methods in 
announcing a new gift of $200,000, be- 
queathed by Julia Cooper, $100,000 of 
which was devised in proper form, and 
$100,000 added as an afterthought in an 
unwitnessed penciled line 
rendered

I havi 
not been able to gi%e money for tbi 
cathedral, although 1 have been nsket 
to do so, because I ha\e had other usei 
for all my means." 


"Should the ideal People's palace hav< 


a gymnasium?" 


"Oh, yes; certainly. I would put in 


everything. I would have e\ery possi 
ble facility for instruction or enjoy 
ment. I would give them tenpin alleys 
and handball courts and (billiard tables 
so that instead of playing pool for 2% 
cents a cue outside, they could play bil 
Hards for nothing in the union. Yet! 
would make education the main pur 
pose of such an enterprise.

see absolutely no limit to its 


scheme of education, to the number o: 
pupils taught or the variety of courses 
opeii to them, or the thoroughness am 
extent to which the subjects should be 
taught. Why should there be? Edu 
cation is a good thing. If we had more 
money for the union we would add to 
Its educational work. We have n*ver

of her heirs. Two gentle and courteous 
gray-bearded men in late middle life 
taking big business cares rather easily 
and lavishing thought upon a beneficent 
work, Mr. Hevutt and Mr. Cooper are

"What is your ideal of a Peole's pal- 


ace or institute for an American town 
of 100,000 inhabitant* or upward?" I 
asked Mr. Hewitt, 


"If the question is how a w ealthy man 


may build a monument to his own 
memory." said Mr. Hewitt, "1 have 
nothing to sa.v. He would best go and 
put his monument in the graveyard, 
•where it belongs. In founding his 
union, Mr. Cooper bad no such wish or 
ambition. It was not even his intention 
that his name should be linked with it. 
He called it simply 'The Union' but the 
legislature added the word 'Cooper' to 
the name, againsi his wish and to the 
embarrassment of the work as he had 
planned it. He intended merely to found 
an institution for the benefit of his fel- 
low men, and anyone who wishes toap- 
proach the undertaking in that spirit 
will find an almost unlimited field of 
•useful endeavor in such work as you 
suggest." 


"Do you think the aesthetic element 


has bpon unduly neglected in the Lon- 
don People's PUace? Are not its bare 
\vutls more depressing than such insti- 
tutions in this country ?" 
MNo. 1 do not think so They are do- 


ing a gient work in London with lim- 
ited means, and ha\e wisely chosen es- 
sential*: rather than'hixuries. The poor 
man earnestly seeking education or im- 
provement doesn't expect *o tread on 
velvet carpet or drink champagne out 
of cut glass g-oblets. 
I would never 


spend money on luxurious fittings for 
such an institution if the outlay in- 
volved any curtailment of its oppor- 
tunities for education or recreation. It 
fa true that there is in Cooper union 
an art museum established by my 
daughters, and this is an aesthetic fea- 
ture: but it is a part of the scheme of 
art education, which is necessarily and 
essentially aesthetic. Given abundant 
means, however, a People's palace could 
hardly be made too beautiful or at- 
tractive. After all the educational es- 
sentials had been provided, 1 wonld 
have in such a building games and rec- 
reations of every sort 
1 would let its

$35,000,000; the war of the rebellion in 
the United States, $7,400,000,000, of 
which the north's shape was §5,100,000,- 
000, the south's, 
$2,300,000,000; 
the 


Prussian-Austrian war of 1866, $300,- 
000,000; Husso-Turkish war, $125,000,- 
000; South African wars, $3,770,000; 
African war, $12,250,000, and Servian- 
Bulgarian, $170,000,000, and the Franco- 
Prussian war, $3,500,000,000. During 
this time 2,500,000 have perished as the 
result of war. Sickness has probably 
killed more people than have guns or 
swords. It was sickness that ran the 
death rate in the Crimean war up to 
750,000, or only 50,000 less than fell in 
all the tremendous battles of our ov, n 
civil war. During the Franco-Prussian 
war 36,000 died of sickness, accidents 
or suicide, and 20,000 in the German 
prisons alone, while the total number 
of sick and wounded, whose lives were 
doubtless shortened by their illness or 
injuries, was 477,421.—Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch.

The First "Tribune." 


Tbe Chicago Tribune: Tbe Tribune 


having incidentally mentioned in its jubi 
lee history that tbe flrat Tribune In the 
world wasprlnttd In Chicago in 1839 by 
Edward F. .Ryan, an Ohio antiquarian, 
has made diligent research with tbe re 
suit of discovering that the first Tribune 
In tbe United States was printed at Ports 
month in that state by Colonel W. A. 
Hamilton, and was known for many 
years aa tbe Scioto Tribune. It still sur- 
vives aa tbe Portsmouth Tribune. 
The 


letter of the antiquarian in question will 
be found in another column and possess 
much historical interest. 


The writer unquestionably makes out a 


valid claim for the Soioto Tribune a§ the 
first of tbe Tribunes, though it was 
named RIenzl, Balwer's hero, tbe last of 
the tribunes. Still there is not ground 
for tbe slightest belief that the name ap 
piled to tbe Portsmouth paper ever met 
the eyes of Mr. Oreeley before be estab 
lisbed the daily Tribune in New Yorfc in 
1841. Nor was it seen by Edward J. 
Ryan when he established the weekly 
Tribune in Chicago in 1839. It is only 
fair, however, to say that Mr. Hamilton 
first applied tbe Bulwer name to an 
American weekly paper. Mr. Greeley is 
entitled to the credit of first applying it 
to a daily, semi-weekly and weekly paper, 
which caused hundreds o( others to use 
tbe same title, though it is also true that 
Mr. Ryan used it first in Chicago and In 
any state west of Ohio, and for two years 
before Mr. Qreeley employed it In New 
York. Tbe latter in all probability ex 
changed bis campaign weekly, tbe Log 
Cabin of 1840, with the Chicago Weekly 
Tribune, liked the name, and adopted it 
for bis daily, semi-weekly and weekly 
paper tbe next year. Mr. Ryan's paper 
failed, however, and had no successor for 
six or seven years, when the late Mr. 
Forrest originated, as he used to claim, 
the name of Tribune for this paper. It le 
more correct, however, to say that be bor- 
rowed It either from Ryan's or Greeley's 
Tribune. 


Tbe Portsmouth paper may claim the 


name by right ef original discovery. In 
HDP of descent the Tribunes are tbe Scioto 
Tribune, Ryan's Weekly Chicago Tribune, 
the New York Tribune, and the present 
Chicago Tribune. The name, however, 
will ^belong in tbe popular estimation 
to the papers which have succeeded and 
whose title does not need antiquarian re 
search—tbe Tribunes of Chicago and New 
York.

STRIKE. 


Reports from Columbus, Plltslmrg and 


Other Point*—Getting the Men Out. 
Columbus, Ohio, July 6.—President 


Ratohford, of the United Mine Workers, 
says he is greatly pleased with the prog 
ress of the coal miners strike. He regards 
the outlook as exceedingly bright. The 
reports from the Pittsburg district this 
morning nay that with the exception o 
tbe mines in New York and those of tbe 
Cleveland Gas Coal Co. and one or two 
mines where tbe miners are under con 
tract, all are out.

At Pittsbnrg and Elsewhere. 


Pittsburg, July 6.—The strike of coa! 


miners is on In this district. Reports aa 
to tbe extent are so conflicting and mea- 
ger that it la difficult to tell how mary 
responded to tbe strike order.

The 
fleur-de-lis is intimately entwined with 
the monarchical history of France, am 
was said to have been conferred on the 
pious St. Louis by an angel. More prac 
tical persons see in it tho triaugulni 
spearhead of the soldiery. Whatever 
may be its origin, it is the widett known 
of all the floral emblems. 


The rose is associated with the his, 


tory of England, one of the most bloody 
wars being dubbed "The Wars of the 
Roses," the white rose being the chosen 
flower of the house of York, cs the rec 
rose was that of Lancaster. 


The lotus appears on all the sculp- 


tured relics of Egypt. It is the sacrec 
symbol of eternity, and is Egypt's na- 
tional floral emblem. 


The lily is the flower favored bj 


Italians, while Saxony claims the mod- 
est mignonette; Spain, the burning 
scarlet of the pomegranate blossom; 
Canada, the brilliant foliage of the su- 
gar maple; Prussia, its belo\ed linden 
and Greece the purple-eyed violet of the 
woods. The lowly thistle, which grow

armorial bearings of that country, 
while the emerald green of the sham- 
rock is dear to the heart of etcry loynl 
Irishman.

The homely 
leek has from time immemorial been 
the emblem of the rugged Welsh- 
men. Germany claims the lovely blue 
cornflower, the favorite of Kaiser Wil- 
faelm, and almost every nation has ap- 
propriated eome floral symbol, whidh 
emblematizes a. sentiment, or is indigen- 
ous to the country.

most spiritual sohent.

perfumery, says that "while cultivators 
of gardens spend thousands for the 
gratification of the eje, they altogether 
neglect the nose. Why should we not 
grow flowers for their odorasweU as 
for their colors?" And, we may add, 
the ladies may utilise some of our own 
waste garden perfumes •> ery easily and 
with pecuniary adiontajre to tliem- 
slves. 
Ileliotropo, the lily of tlie -val- 


ley, honeysuckle, r.vvrtle, clove, pinl. 
and wallflower perfumes, such ns we 
get in the shops, are ]nade up odors, 
cunningly contrned from other flowers 


Yet they may be made pure with a 


little trouble. "I want heliotrope pc«n- 
ado," says M. I'iesse, in despair. 
"I 


would buy any amount that I could 
get." 
And the way to get it is \ery 


simple. 
If there is a gluepot in the 


house, and it happens to be clean, fill 
it wjth "clarified fat, set it near the 
hothouse fire, or any other fire, just to 
make the fat liquid, and throw in .is 
many heliotrope flowers ns possible; 
let them remain for 24 hours; strain off 
the fat and add fresh ones; repeat this 
process for a week, and the fat will 
have become a pomade a la heliotrope. 
The same process may be gone through 
with all the other flowers mentioned. 
A lady may in this manner make her 
own perfume, and, we may add, in the 
words of M. Piesse, "one that she cannot 
obtain for kne or money at the per- 
fumer's.''—.N. Y. Herald.

rent oan be used a seine with meshes two 
inches or more, from July 1 to April 1 
By the provlsirns In tho new act it Is 
made unlawful to sell or offer for sole 
any of the following named fishes, which 
are less than tho length specified Jtor each. 
This limit is as follows: Black bass, 11 
inches; white and striped bass, 8 Inches; 
black oroppy, 8 inoben; white croppy. 0 
inches; yellow perob, 8 Inohac; wall-eyed 
pike and porch, 15 Inches; German carp, 
13 Inches; native carp IS) Inches; sunflsh, 
6 Inches, red-eyed perab, 6 Inches; catfish, 
18 inches; white perob, 10 inches. 


Any person may catob for bis own use 


flsh ot Hess leng'th than those given, but 
tbey must not bu sold nor offered£ior 
sale. Tbe object of the law is to stop 
men wbo follow fishing for a business 
from taking tbe smaller fish. This will 
tend to keep up the large ilzm^and pre 
vent thinning out tbe flsh supply. Tbe 
penalty for violating tbe act Is not less 
than $35 nor more than $300.

Will Abandon Sugar Bounty. 


Washington, July 6.— Tbe Republican 


senatorial cauous has decided not to again 
present tbe beet sugar bounty amendment 
to the tariff bill. Senator Allison Is au- 
thorized to move to have tbn amendment 
offered by Senator Allen tabled. There Is 
also a general agreement to take up bon- 
ator Tburston'i beet sugar bounty bill as 
an independent measure, the first thing 
after congress meets in December. 


Tbe dlsoapsion bore entirely upon the 


question of tbe policy of postponing tbo 
bounty matter. There were several brief 
speeches bearing upon both sides and a 
suggestion that It should go over. Ald- 
rlcb was the first to make tbe general 
outline of tbe course ultimately agreed 
on. Tbe motion to postpone until De- 
cember, however, was made hy Senator 
Morrlll, after a motion by Senator Davis 
to stand by tbe finance oommlttoe by with- 
drawing tbe amendment, had oarrlod, 
Senators Thurston, Perkins, Gear and 
otber western senators held out quite 
stiffly for Incorporation of tbe bounty 
provision, but when tbe decision was 
made against them tbey acquiesced In It 
fully. 


When Senator Allen WAS informed of 


the result of tbe caucus be said bo would 
press tbe amendment to a vote, but 
wouldn't filibuster to prevent being laid 
upon tbe table,, He said It was not his 
purpose to prevent eurly vote upon tbo 
bill. Senator Allison stated he would 
probably ask the senate to sit tonight un- 
til tbe bl'l should be completed and re- 
ported to the senate from tbe committee 
of the whole, but bo was not hopeful ot 
securing a vote today. 


The Pon-en Defied. 


Constantinople, July 6, — Contrary to 


expectation, tho decision ot tbe council of 
ministers is not favorable to tbo demands 
of the ambassadors relative to tho Greece- 
Turkish frontier negotiations. Tho sit- 
uation Is very strange, tbe Turkish reply 
virtually implying a rupture of negotia- 
tions and that tbe powers must make con 
cession or adopt measures to enforce t/bclr 
decision. At tbe sumotluio it is thought, 
In some quarters, that tbe attitude of 
Turkey is a designed fable and that tho 
sultan will yield later by ducrlfiolng sumo 
of bis ministers. 


The Body of Gov. Kvann Hurled. 


Denver, Col., July 0.—The body of thu 


late John Evans, ax-governor of Colorado, 
lay In state at tbe capital today and was 
viewed by thousands. Funeral services 
were held this afternoon, by Chancellor 
McDowell of the University of Denver. 
Then tbe Unions took charge of the body, 
which was Interred In Riverside. Tho 
cortage was the largest «ver seen at a f a • 
neral In Denver.
